LEAD: "THE FONMINS OF EGYPT AND ISRAEL, WITH THE US

-THERE ARE BI-LATERAL MEETINGS BETWEEN SECRETARY OF STATE 
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VANCE AND ISRAEL'S DAYAN AND EGYPT'S KAMEL, AND THERE ARE 
ALSO MEETINGS AMONG ALL THREE FOREIGN MINISTERS AS THE 
LEEDS CASTLE GET TOGETHER RUNS OUT OF TIME, ALL THE MEET- 
INGS SCHEDULED TO END LATER TODAY. PRESIDENT SADAT IS 
UNDERSTOOD TO HAVE MADE SEVERAL CONCESSIONS TO ISRAEL IN 
AUSTRIA, INCLUDING THE POSSIBILITY OF ISRAEL RETAINING 
WHAT IS CALLED A SECURITY PRESENCE ON THE WEST BANK AND 
THE GAZA STRIP PERHAPS IN THE FORM OFISRAELI TROOP IN 
ISOLATED CAMPS, PERHAPS IN THE FORM OF JEWISH SETTLEMENTS. 
THE EGYPTIANS WANT THE ISRAELIS TO MAKE COMPARABLE CON- 
CESSIONS AND MAKE THEM NOW SUCH AS POSSIBLY A UNILATERAL 
TROOP WITHDRAWAL IN THE SINAI UP TO THE TOWN OF EL ARISH. 
THE QUESITON HERE IS WHETHER A WAY, TIME AND PLACE FOR

-SECURITY CONTINUES TO BE A MAJOR CONCERN HERE, APPARENT- 
LY FOR EVERYONE EXCEPT ISRAEL S FOREIGN MINISTER MOSHE 
DAYAN. WHILE POSING FOR PICTURES ALONG WITH SECRETARY 
VANCE AND EGYPTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER KAMEL, DAYAN REFUSED 
TO DISCUSS ANY ISSUE OF SUBSTANCE EXCEPT SECURITY, AND ON 
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THAT SUBJECT HE SEEMED ALMOST TO DISMISS THE SERIOUSNESS 
OF THE WHOLE ISSUE. THE SECURITY THING IS FAR OVERDONE, 

HE SAID, TO THINK THAT WE COULD NOT HAVE THIS KIND OF 
CONFERENCE IN LONDON IS ABSOLUTELY UNACCEPTABLE TO ME.
